WASHINGTON, May 28.—Govern- 


ment officials whose departments 
are concerned with the economic 
situation obtaining throughout the 


country are giving more than cur- 
sory attention to the trend of gen- 
eral business as indicated by condir 
tions which developed late in Apri} 
and have continued into May. 

While trade and production eons 
tinued in large volume, reporta te 
the Federal Reserve Board show 
that there was a siackening of buak 
ness activity, although in comparte 
son with the situation prevailing 
year ago, general conditions are ré@e« 
garded as far better. The Reserve 
Board, in a summary made public 
yesterday, attributed part of the 
slowing in business to “seasonal in 
fluences,” but these, it was declared 
in other quarters, could not be whol- 
ly responsible. ; 

The Reserve Board noted dé@« 
creases in the production of lumber, 
mill consumption of 
cotton. the other hand, there 
were increases reported in sueh 
basic lines as the ofthat of pig iron 
and petroleum. a 

While car loadings were mueh 
larger for the period covered than 
for corresponding weeks in 
the shortage of freight cara evident 
a few months ago has almost entire: 
ly disappeared. 

The weather was charged by the 
Reserve Board with responsibilit 
for some of the reduction report 
in department and retail stores selene 
saster purchases, made in March, 
augmented that month's total sales, 
but “unseasonable” weather held 
down April purchases. 

Accompanying the decline in sales, 
which, although not 
all lines, there were cuts in prices 
of certain basic commodities, such 
as fuel ang farm products. Cloth- 
ing, metals and building materials, 
however, were slightly higher in 
prices at the beginning of May than 
a month previously.

BRYAN OBJECTS 10 
UNSUPPORTED GUESSES 


Commoner Answers Statement 
That Science and Religion 
Are Not Antagonistic. 


By'the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, May 28.—The 
joint declaration issued here Satur- 


day by 40 prominent Americans, 
holding that there is no antagonism 
between science and religion, Was as- 
sailed by William J. Bryan in a 
statement published today by the 
Evening Star. It was given the Star 
yesterday by Bryan during a short 
visit to Washington. 

Those who signed the declaration, 
including Secretaries Hoover and 
Davis, three Bishops and other lead- 
ers in the political, religious, busi- 
ness and scientific world, were said 
by Bryan to have “put up.a straw 
man and then assaulted it with big 
words.’”’ 

“There is no antagonism between 
religiongand real science,"’ continued 
Bryan's statement. “Science is clas- 
sified knowledge; therefore nothing 
is scientific unless true. No truth can 
hurt the Bible. No truth can harm 
Christianity. Our objection is to un- 
supported guesses put forth by scien- 
tists in the name of science. The 
guess to which we most object is 
that man is a descendant of the 
brutes. 

“The document published Sunday 
morning obscures the issue. If the 
man who wrote.the statement had 
explained that the theology de- 
nouncedas medieval teaches that the 
Bible is true, that Christ was born 
of a virgin, suffered for man’s sin 
and rose from the dead, it is prob- 
able that some of the men named 
would have refused to sign. 

“If these men believe that man 
came up from the animals why don't 
they dispense with their long and 
high-sounding words and use every- 
day languag#? Let them point out
